Dr. Yamani stresses 
common Arab destiny 

RIYADH, April 2 (SPA) — Information 
Minister Dr. Muhammad Abdo Yamani 
Wednesday reaffirmed Saudi Arabia’s 
adherence co all international norms, ethics 
and conventions. 

He said this attitude included good neigh- 
boriinesses. non-interference in the internal 
affairs of others and allowing all people of the 
earth freedom to choose whatever structures, 
bases and regimes which are in line with their 
nature or which they think may best serve 
their interests. 

In a statement to the Saudi Press Agency, 
Yamani said it was from this conviction that 
Saadi Arabia shaped its policy. : ‘The most 
salient feature of such policy is that all efforts 
arc genuinely exerted to foster solidarity and 
fruitful, positive cooperation with both 
Islamic and Arab countries which share the 
same purpose and have a common destiny, he 
said. 

The minister said Saudi Arabian rulers and 
officials are firmly convinced that stability in 
any region depends on understanding and 
good relations among the countries of that 
area. They must agree to stay dear of big 
power rivalry, he said. 

The Kingdom is fully aware of the impor- 
tance of following a policy conducive to real 
sovereignty and independence so that Arab 
countries in general can devote their atten- 
tion to affairs in the field of development, be 
said. 

Saudi Arabia, which plays a leading role in 
the Gulf, has renewed its call that the fate of 
the area must rest with its own nationals. 
There must be complete understanding, 
integration and coordination among the 
countries of the area, he said. 

The reaction to this call was excellent 
i because everybody is convinced that this is 
die only way leading to a free and dignified 
; life away from the natural alternative of fore- 
ign presence or influence which could play a 
. harmful role, he said. 

He expressed his optimism for the future of 
v> the Arab and Islamic nation. “There will 
: come a day when unity of ranks will become a 

. . reality and when all adversities and artificial 
: and imaginary differences will dissolve." He 
added that dissension was the making of 
’ enemies of the nation who play neighbors and 
- friends against each other. Those enemies, he 
said, succeeded in posing as defenders of our 
nation and our interests. 

Yamani affirmed that the nation is march- 
ing toward unification of ranks and consoli- 
dation of its solidarity because of its great 
history, deep-rooted values and noble princi- 
ples which give it force and steadfastness. 

He said those same principles and values 
, which united the nation in the past and 
; ensured its safety are the same that will keep 
safeguarding its bright future and. God wil- 
ling. ward off any dissension. 

Iraq, Sudan 
resume ties 

BAGHDAD, April 2 (Agencies) — Iraq 
and Su dan have agreed to resume diplomatic 
relations at ambassadorial level, the Iraqi 
News Agency reported Wednesday. 

Sudan cut off relations with Iraq last April 
charging Iraq of instigating disorders in the 
capital of Khartoum. 

A Sudanese envoy arrived in Baghdad 
Tuesday carrying a message from President 
Jafaar Numeiri to express support for a prop- 
osal by Iraqi President Saddam Hussein for a 
pan-Arab charter to bar foreign troops and 
military bases from Arab countries. 

The agency said the envoy expressed Pres- 
ident’s Numeiri s desire to resume diplomatic 
relations between the two countries.

Israel officially asks for Alaskan oil

WASHINGTON, April 2 — Israel has 
formally asked the United States to provide it 
with Alaskan crude oil under a controversial 
bilateral supply agreement, and Prime Minis- 
ter Menahem Begin plans to press the request 
in his upcoming summit talks with President 
Carter, according to U.S. sources. 

Gting high prices and difficulties in obtain- 
ing petroleum on the world market, Israel has 
asked the Carter administration to activate 
supply accord, which was signed last year as 
an annex to the Egyptian-lsraeU peace treaty. 

Israel's oil request was made March 28 by 
Israeli Energy Minister Yitzhak Modai in a 
meeting here with Secretary of State Cyrus 


Vance, the sources said. 

The Israelis reportedly want the U.S. to 
supply some 70,0p0 barrels a day of Alaskan 
crude oil — about 40 per cent of Israer s total 
oil needs. 

They have asked for Alaskan petroleum 
because it is heavier and would thus be suit- 
able for Israel's refineries, according to 
energy sources. 

In addition to economic considerations, 
there are political motives behind Israel's 
request for U.S. petroleum. American 
sources said. 

Israel wants to “test Carter’s will" and his 
commitment to follow through on past 
pledges, the sources said. The move is also 
designed to give Israel some bargaining 


Ex-staff chief seeks Sadat ouster

BEIRUT, April 2 (AP) — Egypt’s former 
chief of staff Gen. Sadeddin Shazli said Wed- 
nesday his newly- founded opposition move- 
ment would seek to overthrow President 
Anwar Sadat by "democratic methods _ or 
else by revolutionary violence'.'’ 

"We shall try first to pressure Sadat into 
accepting a democratic showdown,” said the 
47-year-old para troop general who led 
Egypt’s 1973 sensational Tecapture of the 
Suez Canal in the Middle East war. 

“If our democratic rights are denied, then 
we shall resort to revolutionary violence to 
topple the Sadat regime" Shazli told a 
heavily-guarded news conference in Beirut 
Shazli announced the formation of the 
“Egyptian National^ronf' at a news confer- 
ence he held in Damascus, Syria, Thursday, 
vowing to abrogate the Egyptian- Israeli 
peace treaty if he comes to power. 

He told his Beirut audience that Syria, 
Libya, Algeria, South Yemen, and the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization have since rec- 
ognized the front and pledged assistance to 
“our crusade to undermine the Camp David 
Middle East peace process from within." 

PLO military policemen guarded all 
approaches to the seaside hotel where Shazli 
spoke. Newsmen and photographers were 
searched before they were allowed into the 
conference room. 

Sadat fired Shazli when the Israelis staged 
their counterthrust across the Suez Canal in 
the dosing days of the 1973 conflict. Shazli 
was appointed ambassador to London and 
was later transfered to Lisbon. . 

Shazli resigned from the Egyptian foreign 
service in 1 978 in protest against Sadaf s trip 
to Jerusalem. The retired general has since 
been living in Algiers. 

Smoke over Jeddah 
doesn’t mean fire 

JEDDAH, April 2 — There were no fires 
in Jeddah on Wednesday night. And? News 
learned (the hard way). 

This reporter received word from a con- 
cerned source at 6 p.m. on Wednesday heavy 
black clouds spewed from the port area. Evi- 
dently, the sources said, the situation has got- 
ten out of control, the newspapers must 
spread the word to the public. 

But once reaching the bellowing smoke, 
disappointment and elation were the only 
fires raging on the shores of this sprawling 
Red Sea city. The reporter, seeing the fire 
was only the flaring of gas at Petromin, was 
both elated that lives were not in danger and 
frustrated over not being able to get the 
scoop. Yet, the editor expected a story, and 
write the reporter must 
Senior officials attributed the non-fire to 
lack of flames. “There is plenty of smoke, but 
no fires," one official said. He added that the 
firefighting department was not moving extra 
men in to not fight the non-fire. 

One fire prevention specialist did not esti- 
mate the damage to be anything. 

One leading authority on non-fees said 
this event is not the most disastrous occur- 
ence th^thas not happened. “I can remember 

a few yeara“bacfc~when-nothing at all didn’t 

happen " said one source, who wasn't know- 
ledgeable in the subject: 

This reporter, standing dose to the biggest 
non-fire in Saudi Arabian history did not 
have to move backwards to prevent not being 
scorched by the non-names. "They aren' t the 
biggest non-flames in the world," said one 
by-stander. Luckfly no one bad to move oat 
of the way of the firemen that weren’ t there to 
; not fight the fire.

Canada to plan 
policy on M.E.

JEDDAH, April 2 — The new Cana- 
dian government has not yet made a policy 
declaration on the Middle East, Canadian 
Ambassador William Jenkins told Arab 
News Wednesday. 

The ambassador said he was misquoted 
in Saudi Arabian press report Wednesday 
that said had reaffirmed his government’s 
intention to re-evaluate its Mideast policy 
in favor of Canadian- Arab interests. 

Jenkins confirmed, however, that 
Canadian Foreign Minister J. MacGuigin 
was visiting Paris where he will discuss die 
■Middle East question, but Jenkins said his 
government did not contemplate contacts 
with the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
■tion. 

"Such contacts were recommended by 
Robert Stanfield, special representative of 
former premier Jbe Clark who reported to 
the government after visiting several Mid- 
dle East countries late this year,” he said. 

Stanfield’s report made it dear that the 
Canadian government should move closer- 
to the PLO, Jenkins added. 

“Now that recommendations is before 
the new government of Pierre Trudeau,” 
he said. “They mil, I am surey consider it 
seriously because it was the end of six 
months’ work on the part of Stanfield. 
Wbat decision they will take I do not 
know. They will want to look at the ques- 
tion very carefully because it is a very 
important one.” 

Jenkins said the new government will 


leverage in the up-coming Begin-Carter 
summit, these sources added. 

The Carter administration has nor decided 
whether to honor Israer s oil request. Some 
sources say the president would like to avoid 
exporting oil to Israel at this time. 

Selling domestic crude to Israel at a time 
when the administration is urging Americans 
to conserve energy could have adverse politi- 
cal repercussions for Carter in an election 
year, sources noted. 

To buy time, the U.S. plans to send a team 
of energy experts to Israel later this month to 
determine whether Israel really needs access 
to U.S. oiL 

The annex to the Egyptian- Israeli treaty 
provides that the U.S. will supply Israel with 
petroleum in the event the Zionist state can- 
not acquire it elsewhere. 

Some U.S. officials doubt that Israel has 
readied an emergency stage that would 
require activation of the 15-year supply 
accord. 

But Begin plans to raise the oil supply 
request during his talks in midr April here 
with Carter — partly is an effort to distract 
attention from the main subject of the talks, 
the Palestinian issue — sources said. 

As an alternative to activating the bilateral 
supply agreement, the Carter administration 
has suggested that Israel try to purchase the 
requested 70,000 barrels a day from Mexico. 


TOKYO. April 2 (R) — Saudi Arabia and 
a Japanese consortium led by the Mitsubishi 
industrial group, have agreed to launch a 
feasibility study on a $2 billion joint pet- 
rochemical complex to be constructed at 
Jubail in the Eastern Province. 

The agreement was signed in Tokyo Wed- 
nesday between Abdul Aziz AJ-Zamil. vice 
chairman and managing director of the 
state-owned Saudi Basic Industries Corp. 
(SABIC). and die Japanese consortium of 54 
firms, the Saudi Petrochemical Development 
Company (SPDC). The complex, expected to 
go into operation in 1985, is expected to 
. involve an ethylene center capable of produc- 
ing 450,000 tons a year. 

The signing ceremony was witnessed by 
visiting Saudi Planning Minister Hisham 
Nazer and Japanese International Trade and 
Industry Minister Yoshitake Sasaki. 

Zamil told a press conference that after the 
one-year feasibility study, a joint venture 
company would be set up to build and oper- 
ate tire projected complex. He did not elabo- 
rate. 

He said the Japanese consortium would get 
bonus of crude oil in return. This would be 
provided under criteria to be established by 
Saudi Arabia. The criteria. Zamil said, would 
be based on the amount of capital investment 
and the exploitation of new markets for pet- 
rochemical products from the complex 
among other factors. The oil bonus would be 
allocated at official crude prices set by gov- 
ernment, he said. 

Also Japan’s Hitachi Shipbuilding and 
Engineering Company said it won a 1 0 billion 
yen ( $ 40 million) order from the Saudi Ara- 
bian Royal Commission for a desalination 
plant capable of making 20,000 tons of fresh 
water daily. 

The plant on a large barge would be instal- 
led at the Yanbu petrochemical complex, 250 
km (150 miles) north of Jeddah, by July 
1981, it said. 

A similar-size barge -mounted desalination 
plant is now being h jilt at Jubail. 

Wednesday’s signing of the interim agree- 
ment represents an important event in the 
industrial cooperation between Saudi Arabia 
and Japan. The agreement represents the 
first phase of the implementation of the pet-

Begin plans early U.S. arrival to seek new summit

WASHINGTON, April 2 — Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin is seeking a 
three-way Camp David- style summit with his 
Egyptian and American counterparts, and 
will arrive in the United States earlier than 
planned to allow for such a meeting with Pres- 
idents Sadat and Carter, informed U.S._ 
sources said Wednesday. 

Sadat is opposed to a three-way summit, 
but Carter has not yet made up his mind, the 
sources said, 

■ Begin, who bad originally planned to visit 
the U.S. after April 1 0, has now decided to fly 
into New York on April 7 or 8, about the 
same time Sadat plans to arrive in Washing- 
ton, according to the sources. 

The Israeli prime minister will stay in New 
York until Sadat has left, but if a three-way 
summit can be arranged, he will fly down to 
Washington to meet with the Egyptian and 
American presidents. 

Israel is applying pressure on Carter to 


agree to the summit, but there- has been no 
derision yet from the White House, and none 
is expected until Carter has a chance to speak 
with Sadat. 

Meanwhile, American sources told Arab 
News -Asharq Al » Awsat that Begin plans to 
ask Carter to agree to an extension of the 
May 26 deadline on Palestinian autonomy. 

The Israeli leader wants the deadline 
extended for another five or six months, the 
sources said. 

Egypt is adamantly opposed to an exten- 
sion. 

if Carter and Begin agree on this, we will 
not go along, ” one Egyptian official said. 

Carter has not yet made up his mind on 
whether to pursue an extension of the dead- 
line laid down in the Camp David accords. 

But sources here noted that several 
influential Arab states were willing to give 
the U.S. leader until next autumn to achieve a 
breakthrough on the Palestinian question. 

If nothing is achieved by that time, then 


these Arab states could apply economic sanc- 
tions against the U.S., including use of the 
“ oil weapon, ” die sources said. 

In a related development, Israeli Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir Wednesday criti- 
cized a resolution in the Egyptian parliament 
that the Arab section of East Jerusalem be 
considered an integral part of Jordan West 
Bank territory, Israeli radio reported. 

"The Egyptian resolution is not construc- 
tive and comes at a time when we are trying to 
conclude the delicate Palestinian autonomy 
negotiations,” the radio quoted Shamir as 
saying. 

The radio noted that Begin had dearly 
stated the Israeli position on the status of 
Jerusalem in a letter to U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter on Sept. 17, 1978. shortly after the 
Camp David agreements. 

The letter declared that East Jerusalem 
was no loqger part of the Jordan West Bank, 
that the city would never again be par- 
titioned, and that Jerusalem was and would 
remain the capital of Israel, the radio said.

cooperation 

‘important’

WASHINGTON. April 2 — U.S. and 
Saudi officials both stressed the importance 
of continued economic and technical cooper- 
ation between their two countries, but 
announced they will sign no new project 
agreements during the meeting here of the 
U.S.- Saudi Arabian Joint Economic Com- 
mission. 

The primary focus of the commission in 
upcoming months will be “increasing the 
scope and implementation" of the 1 9 techni- 
cal cooperation projects which the joint 
economic commission now supervises, the 
delegates announced here Tuesday. 

Speaking at the opening session of the 
commission's two- day meeting. Saudi Ara- 
bian Finance Minister Muhammad Aba 
AJ-Khail termed the economic cooperation 
between the U.S. and Saudi Arabia of "key 
importance to global stability." 

He also projected "continued growth" in 
the commission's activity and said the com- 
mission will become more important as Saudi 
Arabia implements its Third Five Year Plan 
which has a “larger role for institution build- 
ing." 

Aba Al-Khail. along with U.S. Treasuiy 
Secretary William Miller, co-chairs the joint 
economic commission which since it was 
established in June 1974 has launched a 
broad range of technical cooperation projects 
in Saudi Arabia. 

The Saudi minister called the economic 
cooperation agreement a "story of success" 
and specifically praised the commission's 
work in helping the Kingdom “to take full 
advantage of its water and solar resources.” 

At Tuesday s opening session, the commis- 
sion which Miller termed as a “new and 
pioneering idea." now has the capability to 
“expand and retain the share of the U.S. 
market” in Saudi Arabia.

New hospitals to be built 


DAMMAM. April 2. (SPA) — The Minis- 
try of Health will build five hospitals in the 
Eastern Province during the fiscal year 
1980-81. The projects are to be issued as 
lenders shortly. 

Dr. Sief El Din Ai-Shakli. director general 
of health affairs in the Eastern Province on 
Wednesday said the hospitals are to be built 
in Dammam and Qaiif with a capacity of 300 
beds each, a 100 beds hospital in Jubail and 
SU beds each in Rahcemah, fiafr El Batin. 

The Ministry of Health lock delivery of five 
hospitals by the end of last year. The hospitals 
are located in Jeddah. Medina. Hofuf. Jran 
and Alkhnbar. 

The hospitals of Hofuf and Jeddah are run 
with the assistance of Nationalist China. 
Jizan’s hospital is to be run by Danish firms. 


Alkhobars hospital is being managed by 
King Faisal University of Dammam, and 
King Abdul Aziz University of Jeddah is also 
working in cooperation with Chinese experts 
in the Jeddah hospital. 


The running of Medina’s hospital is being 
studied by a Lebanese firm. The firm will 
deddc whether the hospital can be managed 
by local experts, those working in the old 
hospital and other physicians. 

The total figure of Chinese medical and 
technical staff working in Saudi Arabian 
public hospitals has reached 393 experts. In 
the hospital of Hofuf there arc 200 Chinese. 

The five hospitals that opened lately had 
added some 2,27 5 beds to the public health 
system.

Jeddah fish farm proposed

JEDDAH. April 2 — A I fusibility study 
for the construction and operation of a fish 
hatchery in Jeddah has been submitted to the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Water, the direc- 
tor of fish research said Wednesday. 

Fwad Daghistani, director for the Western 
Region, told Arab News the fish hatchery 
would make economical studies to provide 
private sector Fish farms. 

“After we study a certain species of fish, 
then we can proride private Fisheries with 
information for working their own farms and 
also give them small fish to get started." he 
said. "This is the way things have proceeded 
in other countries — with the government 
doing some initial research and then provid- 
ing the information and fish to the private 
sector. It worked well for them and it will 
work here," he added. 

The official said a small amount of Telahisa 


fish already have been imported from Kenya 
and Egypt and are being studied in a collec- 
tion area in the harbor. He said the studies 
will concern fish capable of being marketed in 
the area. 

"Now we have the fourth generation of 
these fish. Their market size will be more 
than two kilos. Right now they are about 150 
grams, also a marketable size. The picture is 
very dear for establishing commerdal farms 
for these types of fish," he added. 

For future studies, Daghistani said the 
department will select commerdal fish from 
the Red Sea. Three types of fish presently 
under consideration are the Buria (mullet), 
emperor fish and the milk Fish. The planned 
location for the fish farm will be north of the 
desalination plant. Since the department is 
waiting for ministry review of the feasibility 
study and subsequent funds allotment, 
Daghistani couldn’t say the exact size of the 
farm, except to say it will be "very large."

For the past few years, the television has 
been presenting a song and a play after the 
news. But. later on. it added one more play to 
the existing series. The persistent nature of 
the program has created some sort of a habit 
in the viewers. As such, it has lost its ability to 
attract even the cafe haunters and the house- 
wives. 

Today, if you ask anyone about the best TV 
program, the respondent will insist it is the 
news. It is. though, an unexpected and unjust 
answer, since the TV new* bulletin or Radio 
Monte Carlo news broadcast cannot be 
equipped with as many potentialities usually 
available to other programs 

The point to stress is that TV' chooses an 
inappropriate time for these programs. Most 
people are at work when these programs arc 
aired , so they forget whether such programs 
exist and consequently ate led to imagine 
television has been invented to present only 
songs and plays to the viewers. 

Only last week 1 suggested to a friend from 
the TV department to change the timing of a 
specific program, so that a larger number of 
people could benefit from a serious and 
objective program. I don’t quite know 
whether my friend will do so nr will simply 
swing back to the views of the majority which 
has gotten used to the imported series, wil- 
lingly or otherwise I can't say. 

Besides, the TV' ought to explore some new 
method for self-criticism and self-evaluation. 
It must interact with the people and forget 
that it is only an amusement machinery for a 
specifjc set of people. Intellectuals and writ- 
ers organize a weekly meeting at the house of 
Abdui Aziz AJ-Rifaie in Riyadh. The idea 
never dawned upon the TV’ men to trans- 
mit a live picture of this literary gathering to 
its viewers. 

There should not be any need to remind 
TV officials about its interaction with the soc- 
iety within the bounds of our faith and tradi- 
tions. so that we don't have to see a day when 
the TV set is considered as "a piece of furni- 
ture or decor in the house " as one sharp- 
tongured friend put it.

U.S. cancels aid to Pakistan 


WASHINGTON. April 2 (AP) — The 
U.S. administration has withdrawn its 
request to Congress for aid to Pakistan, effec- 
tively ending its aborted effort to shore up 
that country* s defenses after the Soviet milit- 
ary move into Afghanistan. 

Officials at the Office of Management and 
Budget said Tuesday that U.S. President 
Jimmy Carters administration quietly 
decided not to ask Congress to appropriate 
money for Pakistan in the revised 1981 
budget proposal sent to Capitol Hill this 
week. 

In the original 1 981 budget proposal, sub- 
mitted in January, the administration had 
indicated it would ask Congress for a supple- 
mental appropriation of $ 400 million in 
emergency economic and miliraiy aid to 
Pakistan over a two-year period. 

But things have changed since then. " It’s 
not going forward, ” one U.S. State Depart- 
ment official said of the aid request “ The 
momentum is all in the other direction. ” 

Another official, who also asked not to be 


named, said that while the United States is 
still in contact with Pakistan, " There are no 
talks going on that I would dignify by describ- 
ing as negotiations. ” 

The Pakistani aid proposal was hastily 
formulated after Soviet troops moved into 
Afghanistan in December. The fear at the 
time was the Soviets might roll on toward the 
Gulf.

The Russian action coincided with a low 
point in modern U.S. -Pakistani relations. All 
aid expect food shipments was suspended last 
year because the Carter administration felt 
Pakistan was secretly trying to develop nuc- 
lear weapons. 

In view of the emergency situation in 
neighboring Afghanistan. Carter announced 
he would ask Congress to waive laws that 
prohibit aid to countries trying to build nuc 5 - 
I ear weapons.

Chad fighting intensified 


PARIS, April 2 IAP) — Artillery, mortar 
and machine gun fire rocked N Djamena for 
the 12th straight day Wednesday as rival fao 
tions continued their struggle for the capital 
of Chad amid reports president Goukouni 
Oueddt'i had appealed to Libya for help. 

Reports reaching Paris said the fighting 
appeared to have intensified and that shoot- 
ing could be heard near the airport in the 
northern section of the city, an area control- 
led by forces loyal to the president. 

No details were available, but the French 
news agency Agence France- Presse quoted 
informed sources as saying forces under the 
command of Defense Minister Hissene 
Habre had made some progress from the 
southern section of the city to an area near 
the airport. 

The agency also quoted Radio Tripoli as 
saying Libyan leader Muammar Qaddafi had 
received a written message from Goukouni 
askingfor Libyan help in bis fight with Habre. 

Reports from N Djamena said the inten- 


sified combat had forced personnel from the 
Soviet embassy to seek refuge at the French 
military base north of the airport. France has 
a 1,100-man expeditionary force in Chad, 
but is under strict orders from Paris to remain 
out of the conflict. 

The South African Broadcasting Corp.'s 
news monitoring service said reports from 
Chad indicated at least 1,000 people have 
died in the 12 days of fighting and nearly 
1 00.000 people have crossed the Otari River 
and fled into neighboring Cameroon. 

Three French army medical teams are 
working in the capital and 70 more doctors 
and nurses have arrived from France. Hie 
International Red Cross also has set up afield 
hospital and is working in Cameroon to help 
that country deal with the refugee problem. 

SABC monitors reported hospitals and 
clinics in N’Djamena are running low on 
medical supplies and some facilities no longer 
have bandages or pain killing drugs for the 
wounded.

Baghdad blast claimed by guerrillas 


BEIRUT. April 2 ( R) — A previously 
unknown guerrilla group has claimed respon- 
sibility for a grenade attack at a Baghdad 
student meeting in which Iraqi Deputy Pre- 
mier Tariq Aziz was wounded, a Beirut paper 
reported Wednesday. 

The independent daily An Nahar said an 
anonymous telephone caller told newspapers 
here the * Iraqi Mujahideen” faction was 
responsible for Tuesday’s blast which, 
according to the Iraqi News Agency (INA). 
injured several people, including a number erf 


children. 

“Mujahideen” means those who struggle 
in -4 holy war and is a title adopted by a 
number of Islamic groups including a com- 
mando organization in Iran. 

Tuesday iN A identified the attacker as of 
Iranian origin. He was killed immediately by 
security men. Aziz escaped with slight 
wounds.

done to help Palestinians in their fight for 
sett-determination. 

He said he would go soon to Washington 
with Sadat to give new momentum to talks on 
the future of the Palestinians. 

In Kathmandu, Ghali met Nepal's King 
Birendra, Premier Surya Bahadur Thapa and 
Foreign Minister K.B. Shahi. 

He discussed the supply erf crude oil to 
Nepal, the Middle East atuation and “we 
agreed on the necessity for foreign troops to 
withdraw from Afghanistan” according to a 
joint statement by the Egyptian and Nepalese 
foreign mini sters. 

Ghali told a news conference he (fid not 
think the presence of the deposed Shah 
would result in any destabilization in Egypt. 

He claimed that both the Egyptian parlia- 
ment and the public favored the Shah* s pres- 
ence in Egypt. 

“When the Shah was in power, everybody 
was very pleased to have him as a friend.

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U.S. OBSTRUCTIONISM 


America’s insistence that it will use its veto against die 
resolution to be placed by the nonaligned states before the 
U.N. Security Council, in which die political rights of die 
Palestinian people are at last unambiguously recognized, 
means that that body will not be able to meet this long- 
standing demand. America’s expected action will cause a 
thoroughly dangerous impasse. The Palestinians and the Arab 
world as a whole, as well as the vast majority of the interna- 
tional community, will note carefully America’s obstruction- 
ism. its persistence in opposing any movement toward a just 
resolution to the problem of Palestine. 

The Americans have gone further than merely declaring 
their opposition. They are at the moment pressurizing their 
European allies against supporting the nonaligned resolution, 
as well as against starting their long awaited, independent 
initiative for a Middle East settlement. U.S. Secretary of State 
Vance made no secret of this. He said that America has called 
on its allies to avoid taking any steps which might harm the 
prospects of the ongoing “Palestinian autonomy” talks bet- 
ween Israel and Egypt. 

The obtuseness of America's logic which is evidenced by 
this is to ail but itself. The Europeans have not thought of their 
initiative except as a way out of the impasse which the Camp 
David approach to a settlement has reached. The Europ eans 
realize the danger of the restrictive and unjust formulas 
worked at Camp David for the peace of the Middle East and 
the Internationa] community as a whole. Their suspicions on 
this were more than amply justified, as Israel went on in its 
attempts to absorb the occupied territories, and as Egypt 
abandoned one position after another, and as America did 
nothing to persuade the Israelis to moderate their policies. - 

There is no secret in America's stand. This abetting of 
Israeli expansionism and obstruction to Palestinian hopes 
have nothing behind them but cheap electioneering-politics. 
A rattled incumbent wants to avoid failure to be reelected, 
and will do his cynical best to outdo all others in backing 
Israefs greed. 


CARTER’S DISASTERS 


The U.S. administration, and President Carter himself as he 
fights his reelection battle, seem to be dogged by ill luck to 
such a degree that one wonders if it can all be chalked to 
mismanagement or carelessness. It is as if the series of errors 
to which Carter and his administration have fallen into were 
contrived. It is as if he and it were pushed into these disasters 
rather simply fallen into them. 

The ineptitude of the administration, or the evil genius 
placing these pitfalls before its blundering feet, have almost 
accomplished the impossible — Senator Kennedy was on the 
verge of bidding farewell to his chances this time round when 
the disaster of the retracted United Nations vote struck, hand- 
ing him the Jewish vote on a platter, and enabling him to score 
a convincing win in New York. For Carter, there is a distinct 
possibility now that the New York result is a prelude for 
further electoral setbacks. 

The United Nations Fiasco awaits a convincing explanation. 
It is well-nigh impossible that Carter, with his famous “elec- 
toral sixth sense,” could voluntarily co mmi t an error of this 
magnitude. Has he badly, even mischievously, advised? But 
no sooner had the voters began to forget that story than 
another one, even more mysterious, appeared, to keep that 
particular pot on the boil. 

This was the story of the supposed letter to Khomeini, sent 
by Carter through the Swiss. The welLer of denials and 
counter- denials, qualifications and amplifications that ema- 
nated from the White House when the Iranians made the 
affair public has ensured that the truth of the matter is well and 
truly, perhaps irretrievably lost. 
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Adding to Soviet energy problems

WASHINGTON — 
Sovietologists have been reminding Americans 
that the Soviet UlU* ■ faces an eneigv Clinch. 
invasion of Afghanistan struck in the midst of Insta- 
bility in die entire oil-producing Gulf region. 
Today, as never before, as the Russians consider 
their options in the face of unpredictable events and 
uncertain United Stales policy in the Gulf, the 
allure of external energy supplies could play a part 
in Kremlin decisions. From this it follows that the 
more serious the Soviet domestic-energy situation 
becomes, the more heavily covetousness of Gulf oil 
is likely to weigh in Soviet calculations. 

There have been two key Soviet responses to 
declining domestic fossd-fuel growth rates; the 
attraction of Western technological assistance to 
exploit the Siberian oil fields, and a crash program 
on nuclear power. In both spheres, American 
policies promise to make Soviet difficulties far more 
acute. Serious thought should be given hoe to 
whether America strategies that intensify Soviet 
energy problems might not prove counterproduc- 
tive in trying to keep the Russians out of the Gulf. 

In December 1977, tire Soviet leadership inaugu- 
rated a crash program of exploring and developing 
major new oil fields i*s western Siberia. The decision 


produced a buying spree in America. The Russians 
snapped up not only drill bits and pipe but also 
sophisticated Arctic drillms equipment such as 
• L.:ii-sub :.c. .i rigs :id seismL .-cl*. . 
devices. In January 1979, intent i^xm encouraging 
the Russians to remain oil exporters, the administ- 
ration Creed from strategic embargo more than 50 
licenses to export energy- related technology to the 
Soviet Union. The move was never wholly popular, 
particularly in the National Security CouudL 

One of President Jimmy Carter's first acts to 
protest the invasion of Afghanistan was to slam the 
door on the transfer of technology, including many 
of these items. Without Western equipment, it is 
likely that the Russians would be unable to stop 
slippage in oil production, and this would lead to a 
decline in the rate of output in about two years. In 
the long run, even if the Russians introduced every 
possible measure of conservation and of substitut- 
ing one form of energy for another, they oouid not 
hope to boost production enough to resuscitate 
economic growth rates for a decade, if then. 

The Soviet Union places great faith in its nuclear 
power program. Freedom from Western- style 
public opposition has allowed planners to move 
with conventional nuclear reactors toward a more 
efficient nuclear energy .economy based upon 


plutonium-fueled fast-breeder reactors. Yet the 
three operating breeders have been a source of 
frustration. The efficiency of a breeder reactor 
depends . i the shortness of l..‘ doubling time of 
its plutonium fuel: the time necessary for new fuel 
generated through breeding to replace the fuel con- 
sumed by the reactor. 

Soviet breeders have not come down below twice 
the doubling time, of which they are supposedly 
capable, because the reactors have had to run chi 
highly enriched uranium instead of plutonium fuel. 

The breeder program, it seems, has among other 
problems been beset by a phi ton him shortage. 
Why? Becuase the ministry of medium machine 
building, as k is euphemistically called, has sway 
over plutonium for nuclear bombs and reactors. 
Since 1 975, tile military has added more than 3,000 
warheads to die nuclear force, taking priority in 
daiming phi tonium sunn lies over the nuclear power 
bureaucracy.

French set for more economic sacrifices

PARIS — 

The French have been tokl to prepare for more 
economic sacrifices after suffering more than three 
years of carefully planned austerity. 

Under Prime Minister Raymond Bane, chosen in 
September 1976, France has applied policies that' 
other Western economies, including the U.S. and 
Britain, envy. 

Public services have been cut, wages have fallen, 
“lame duck” industries abandoned, the currency 
stabilized and exports increased so much that 
France has overtaken Japan as the world's third 
biggest trader. 

But after a current series of economic shocks, 
including die highest inflation rate for 21 years 
(12.2 per cent), the worst unemployment level in 
history and a trade deficit in the first quarter likely 
to be bigger than for 1979, Barre has ordered a 20 
per cent cut in public services next year, squeezed 
credit even more and ac> _pted a new wave of sack- 
ings. 

“Obviously this is gloomy news for France," a 
leading banker said. “But it must be depressing 
abroad as well because the prime minister is a 
trained economist particularly admired in the 
United States, West Germany and Britain. He is 


applying remedies that other countries are turning 
to. What if he’s got it wrong?” 

The government’s own statistical department is, 
in fact, saying just that, and has issued a series of 
forecasts to support the view that Bane’s single- 
minded concentration oc austerity is leading France 
to an industrial breakdown. 

The same argument is put forward by the Gaul- 
Bsts, tire biggest parly in the government coalition, 
who are desperately pressing for relation. 

But at the Hotel Matignoo, the prime minister’s 
official residence, the atmosphere is completely dif- 
ferenL Bane, who has no party ties, remains over- 
whelmingly confident that the French economy has 
reached the last low paint and that France will 
overtake West Germany by the end of the decade. 

Having just shrugged off the 20th parliamentary 
no confidence debate on his economic policy. Bane 
also dismisses as irrelevant tire latest economic 
statistics — a monthly inflation of 1.9 per cent, 1.5 
million unemployed and a trade deficit for January 
and February almost as big as for the whole of last 
year. , 

He daims “a cast-iron alibi” for the setbacks — 
increased oil import prices which will be offset by 
new sacrifices at home before July. Then France 
will be set to reap the rewards of his policies, par- 


tradariy as the dependence on oil is being rapidly 
rethxced by nudear power which will be equivalent 
in energy terms to British North Sea oil by 1985. 

?I was brought in to dean up the French 
economy," he said. “That is exactly what I have 
done.” 

Sweeping statements like drat are part of Bane’s 
personality. He is stin more like the Sorbonne 
economics professor who wrote the standard text- 
book for French universities — “Economic PoBcy" 
— than the politician who has had to face opinion 
polls malting him the most unpopular prime minis- 
ter in the Fifth Republic's 22 years. 

His confidence is based on tire booming profits of 
French industry, which two years ago. were released 
from government price controls. The most spec- 
tacular has been that of the car firm Peugeot- 
Gtroea, whose profits jumped 130 per cent in a 
year, while company after company has been 
returning profit rises averaging 50 per cent. Many 
of them were on the verge of bankruptcy when tire 
government lifted price controls. 

In the meantime, non-paying industries have 
been savagely cut back or dismantled. The most 
important was steel where 50,000 jobs were sac- 
rificed. But equally significant was government 
wage restraint which resulted in real incomes falling 


by up to 2 per cent last year while uncmploym. 
rose 10 per cenL

A new season at Jeddah Radio

JEDDAH — The English Service of Radio 
Jeddah has begun its new season. Looking 
ahead at the next four months there is a 
freshly revised format and several new prog- 
rams. 

The station which has two transmissions 
daily, opens at two for afternoon program- 
ming. then again at nine o’clock for an even- 
ing of entertainment along the lines of its 
prototype the BBC. But although style of 
presentation may be familiar to most cars, the 
content is somewhat unusual. 

As a department of the Ministry of Infor- 
mation, the English Service Radio of Jeddah 
lays emphasis on Islamic themes such as 
religious guidance, Muslim history and cul- 
ture, but there is also a wider spectrum of 
listening including music and topical subject 
matter. 

One daytime transmission there is a return 
of such long-standing programs as “Youth 
Welfare" with the latest on sports in the 
Kingdom, and 'Radio Magazine’ presented 
by two veteran Saudi women employees of 
the broadcasting service. Ha nan Awad and 
Samar Fatani. Magazine’ covers local news 


events accompanied by popular music. 

Running for its second season is Shoaa 
Rashecf s “Key to their success.’ Many know 
Ms. Rashed for her presentation of the Engl- 
ish news on national television. She has also 
worked with Radio Jeddah for ten years set- 
ting an example, with her professional per- 
formance and attitude, for many other less 
seasoned broadcasters. In; Key to Their Suc- 
cess’ Ms. Rashed conducts in-depth inter- 
views with eminent Saudis. 

Another top-notch program to be retained 
is the historical production. ’Life of the 
Prophet.’ 

New to daytime programming however, 
and also a new step for the English service of 
Radio Jeddah, is drama. Two types of plays 
are being presented this season. Islamic and 
world classics. 

Thefirst is The Majesty of Islam.’ composed by 
Ahmed Anani. the head of translation in the 
Royal Court of Qatar. Ananf s scripts have 
presented quite a challenge to the British 
thespians that are making their debut with 
Radio Jeddah . The company formed of thea- 
ter enthusiasts from the familiar British 
Embassy drde, is headed by Mr. Timothy 
King and includes his wife Adrienne, Clifford 
Overton and Frank Jones. 


Although the Islamic scripts have posed a 
bit of a problem to the company, they are 
apparently no novices to classical theater and 
have shown considerable expertise m render- 
ing die the first two production erf • World 
Classics' which is being presented on Thurs- 
day evenings. The beginning play to run is 
‘Macbeth' with one edition already per- 
formed. 

Preparing the scripts for* World Classics’ is 
Dr. Abdullah Hafez. Professor of Drama at 
King Abdul Aziz University. Professor Hafez 
has delighted Radio Jeddah listeners with his 
previous contributions, in particular ‘Com- 
panions of die Prophet.’ ‘Companions’, 
which contains much dialogue, is the engag- 
ing saga of die early years of Islam and 
Arabia when deeds were great and self- 
interest of a minimum. 

Nighr programming sees the continuation 
of the ever popular thrice-weekly ‘Evening 
Show* which has been scheduled for an hour 
earlier this season, moving up to 9: 1 5. In the 
same time slot on Mondays and Wednesdays 
is the new ’Jeddah Highlights’ which is bound 
to be a success because of the very nature of 
the program. Pianist-broadcasting Caroline 
Haffner of the French section of European 


services and Adrienne King of the British 
Embassy will be covering the cultural and 
community activities of Jeddah. 

For those interested in (earning Arabic 
there will be a repetition of ‘Arabic By Radio' 
on Sunday evenings, meanwhile, the Director 
of the English Service, Yusuf Salah will be 
keeping up his daily commentary, the Saudi 
Chronicle, which outlines the Kingdom's pol- 
icy on local and international issues. 

In line with the station’s varied programs 
there will be no lack of music this season. The 
schedule features symphony, jazz, latin and 
Afro-American. There is also ‘The Arabic 
Song an attempt to explain Arab music and 
lyrics to the Western listener. 

Winding down each evening is ‘A 
Rendezvous With Dreams,’ soft music and 
poetry interpreted by the velvet voices of the 
cream of Radio Jeddah’s English- speaking 
announcers. 

Radio Jeddah transmits daily on medium 
wave at a frequency of 14.85 kilohertz in the 
202 metre band, on short wave at a frequency 
of 11:855 megahertz in the 25 meter band, 
and an FM at 98 megahertz in the 32 m. 
band. 

The news in English is presented at 3:00 
pan. and 10: IS pjm.

with all the news “ junkies ” out there, 
there’s a latent interest in news that we’ve 
never really worked on before... We're find- 
ing in our 1 1 :30 p.m. specials on Iran (which

1 0-year contract, and is negotiating with sev- 
eral other major corporations. 

With a starting budget of $ 25 million a 
year. Turner has signed up Schorr. Bill Mao- 
Phail (as a CBS sports executive he intro- 
duced the instant replay), former Secretary of 
the Treasury William E. Simon (he will be a 
business commentator), psychologist Joyce 
Brothers, political observer Richard Reeves, 
finanrial analyst Dan Dorfman, columnists 
Rowland Evans and Robert Novak, and 
Bella Abzug and Phyllis Schlafly to comment 
on women's issues. 

Reese Schonfeld, die former managing 
director of the Independent Television Net- 
work Association, will be the president of 
CNN. Others hired as executives are Jim 
KitcbelL who won an Emmy for his NBC 
coverage of the Apollo 1 1 moon landing ;

And these executives, who have been 
deluged with 4,000 job applications, are busy 
hiring editors, reporters, technical crews and 
clerks to fill about 100 positions at the 
Atlanta headquarters (which also will be a 
Southeast news bureau), plus ISO more in 
bureaus in Washington, New York.

Turner 1ms resolved, at least temporarily, 
some potential complications created when 
RCA’s Satcom-3 satellite, which was to cany 
Cable News Network on one of its transpon- 
ders, or channels, mysteriously disappeared 
in space Dec. 10, only four days after it had 
been launched. 

RCA consented to a decree issued in fed- 
eral district court in Atlanta last Wednesday 
to provide transponder space to CNN on 
RCA’s Satcom-1 satellite, cable TV ’s origi- 
nal satellite.

Earch carries 24 
transponders, or channels, which are con- 
tracted for by such* cable programmers as 
Turner, Home Bor Office and the National 
Christian Network. 

(These programmers’ signals are beamed 
in space to their respective satellite channels, 
which, in turn, beam them back to the white 
disc-shaped antennas called “ earth sta- 
tions" of hundreds of cable systems. Those 
"dishes" then project cable TV programs 
along cables to television sets of the esti- 
mated 16 million American households that 
have subscribed so for to the services.)

Carter, Reagan take Wisconsin 

Brown abandons f\ 
presidential race ; 

Kennedy still in 


MILWAUKEE, April 2 (AP) — U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter won the Wisconsin 
and Kansas presidential primary elections 
Tuesday night in twin landslides that buried 
Senator Edward Kennedy's comeback bid 
and eliminated California Governor Edmund 
G. Brown Jr. as a candidate, 

Ronald Reagan won a dose Republican 
contest in Wisconsin over former U.N. 
Ambassador George Bush and Representa- 
tive John B. Anderson of Illinois. Reagan 
also captured Kansas in a runaway and rein- 
forced fits command of the Republican race. 

Reagan said in Los Angeles that Jie was 
delighted with the outcome. He said he was 
still not claiming a lock on the nomination, 

but added. " It docs make for a substantial 

lead.'* 

The former California governor was gain- 
ing 48 nominating votes in the two primaries 
to 11 for Anderson and 3 for Bush. For the 
year, Reagan has won 340 Republican dele- 
gates, Bush 74. Anderson 57. It will take 99S 
to gain the Republican nomination. 

Carter was daiming 71 delegates to push 
past the half-way mark in his quest for a 
nominating majority. Kennedy has for 40. 
For the year. Carter has accumulated 852 
delegates of the 1,666 needed to win the 
Democratic nomination. Kennedy has 427. 

Kennedy's campaign manager, Stephen 
Smith, conceded the two primaries to Carter, 
then added, “I think we will have a strong 
win," in the April 22 Pennsylvania primary. 

Brown, a far-back third in Wisconsin’s 
Democratic contest, said he was ending his 
campaign. 

“It is obvious that the voters have spoken 
and have given their verdict on my 1980 
campaign, and that means (hat this will be the 
last contest in which I will participate in 
1980." Brown told his supporters in Mil-

Rhodesia blacks want whites’ respect 


SALISBURY, April 2 (AP) — Rhodesian 
blacks, now in control of their destiny, are 
pressing for drastic changes in racial attitudes 
of the whites who ruled them for nine 
decades. 

“We don't want to be called monkeys or 
baboons in the land of our birth by people 
who are newcomers to Africa,” said Silas 
Kandeya, 32, a teacher who says be has ofterf 
been insulted by whites. 

“But if die whites are prepared to start out 
afresh we'll give them a clean slate. We’U 
forgive, but never forget” 

Black pride blossomed with the sweeping 
electoral victory of former guerrilla leader 

Robert Mugabe in February, but many of the 
7 million blacks remember humiliations suf- 
fered under white minority rule. 

“Only 15 years ago there were shops in 
Salisbury drat would serve os blacks only 
through batches,” said Alice Gumbo, now a 
dressmaker. “We weren’t allowed to rub 
shoulders with whites made the shops. And 
we couldn't try dothes on in most shops 
either. Otherwise, the whites wouldn't buy 
those dothes we bad tried on.” 

Laws segregating blacks and whites in sub- 
urbs, schools, hospitals, restaurants, 
barehand dubs were all lifted by the first 
black prime minister. Bishop Abel 
Muzorewa, after he came to power in June 
last year. 

Still, old prejudices lingered. 

Many whites still refer to blacks as 
baboons, monkeys or kaffirs — an Arab word 
originally meaning infidel but now regarded 
by blades as one of the worst insults. 

Black farm laborers, 40 per cent of the 
country’s work force, often complain of 
feudal conditions as employees of 5,500 
white commercial fanners who pay them less 
than a dollar a day, or tire price of four loaves 
of bread. 

Many of the thousands of black house ser- 
vants have stories of being beaten, 
threatened or insulted by their white bosses 
who usually insis t on being called sir or 
m a flam master or miss. 

“There should be a realization on the part 
of our white brothers ’ that we are not an 
inferior race,” said Leonard Zuze, a bank 
derk. 

“We are. all now one nation of Zimbab- 
wean.” he added, using die name the country 
will bear once independence is granted from 
Britain on April 18. 

Fifteen years ago, white Prime Minister Ian 
Smith led a rebellion against Britain to avoid 
accommodating blade fb-mnsrfs for majority 
rule. Last year his government gave up power 
in the faoe of a guerrilla war and more than 10 
years of United Nations economic sanctions. 

A bi-radal government under Muzorewa 
came into being, but whites still retained con- 
trol of the army, police, judiciary, economy 
and dvfl adminis tration - 

" What we had was a Mack face at the top 
but a white body still running the show,” said 
Milton Tembo, a university student “Now 
we have a Mack face, a blade body and total 


black rule for the First time.” 

“Whatever differences whites had before 
with blacks they must bury them," said Josiah 
Chinamano, chief spokesman for former 
guerrilla leader Joshua Nkomo, now a 
cabinet minister in Mugabe’s government. 
“They have not really changed. They must."

country each month since Muzoreua 
assumed office were not willing to live under 
black rule. Most settled ih neighboring South 
Afnca, Africa’s last white- minority- ruled 
nation.

4 cleared of Mugabe murder bid 


SALISBURY. April 2 (AP) - A white 
Rhodesian soldier and three black men have 
been deared of allegations of attempting to 
assassinate Prime Minister Robert Mugabe 
before he was elected, a magistrate's court 
official confirmed here Wednesday. 

Mugabe, elected prime minister in 
British-supervised elections in February, was 
tile target of two assassination attempts in 
that month.

Bogota captors , government entrench 


BOGOTA , April 2 ( AP) Both the guer- 
rillas holding 27 hostages in the Dominican 
Republic’s embassy and the Colombian gov- 
ernment say they will hold out for months — 
“as long as tile students in Tehran,” said the 
guerrilla negotiator. 

The leftists and the government scheduled 
their ninth negotiating session for Wednes- 
day afternoon the 36th day of the siege. The 
guerrillas were to respond to proposals pre- 
sented by the government Tuesday. 

Reliable government sources said the 
proposals were: To invite the Lcrter- 

Amencan Human Rights Commission to 
Colombia to attend military trials scheduled 
for some 300 suspected guerrillas and to 
investigate allegations of torture and human 
rights violations. The government said Tues- 
day night thatthe invitation has already been 

sent 

— To transfer the trials from military to 
civilian courts. Removing them from under 
military law could lead to freedom for some 
erf the suspects who have been in jail more 
than 180 days without trial. 

— To invite Amnesty International, the 
human rights watchdog group, to observe the 
trials. A spokesman in London for Amnesty 
said it would be willing to take part in moves 
ro free the hostages but had received no invi- 
tation. 


The guerrillas of the leftist M-l 9 organiza- 
tion originally demanded that the Colombian 
government free 311 jailed leftists but later 
reduced the number to 28. A cabinet 
spokesman said Tuesday there was no possi- 
bility of a change in tile government 1 s stand 
that to free the 28 by the executive order 
would be unconstitutional, and their case 
would have to be disposed of by the courts.

Rapid transit strike 

New York workers rough it 


new YORK, April 2 (AP) - The biggest 
rapid transit strike in U.S. history shut down 
all bus and subway lines Tuesday in New 
York Gty. but the city’s 7.5 million people 
made the “unthinkable” workable. 

For the most part, they got to work — in an 
expedition to Manhattan one wall street 
businessman described as like the British 
amphibious evacuation of Dunkirk in World 
War II — and home a gain . 

The work stoppage by 35,000 transit 
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workers was compounded by asmultaneous 
strike by 6,200 employees erf the Long Island 
Rail Road, which serves heavily populated 
suburbs of 2.7 million people. 

“The un thinka ble has happened and now 
we have to figure out how to live with the 
un thinka ble and we will,'' declared Mayor 
Edward Koch. "Life will go on and we will do 
whatever has to be done.” 

Commuters by the tens’ of thousands 
walked, rode bicydes and skated to work. 
They pooled their cars and chartered buses, 
boats and airplanes to get to and from tfce 
island of Manhattan. 

An unidentified man suffered a suspected 
heart attack and died while walking across 
the Brooklyn Bridge, apparently headed 
home from a day at his Manhattan office. 
Police said he appeared to be the first fatality 
that might be attributed to the transit strike. 

Koch estimated 25,000 rode bicydes to 
their jobs in Manhattan, another 30,000 
walked and 1 0,000 to 12.000 arrived by boat 

Tito continues 
gravely ill as 
pneumonia fades 

BELGRADE. April 2 (Agencies) — Pres- 
ident Josip Broz Tito’s doctors said Wednes- 
day he remains gravely ill, but his pneumonia 
was subsiding. The daily medical bulletin said 
the 87-year-old Yugoslav leader was still 
running a high body temperature. 

Tito, undergoing treatment at the clinical 
center in the northern city of Ljubjana, is 
suffering also from heart trouble, kidney fail- 
ure and diabetes. 

The bulletin, issued by a panel of eight 
doctors, said: in the past few days the general 
condition of health of President of the 
Republic Josip Broz Tito has not shown 
essential changes 

“Pneumonia is - stubbornly persisting as the 
result erf a septic condition which persists 
despite appropriate therapy/" Intensive 
treatment continues ” 

It was the first time that the doctors refer- 
red to a septic condition. Th ey did not explain 
winch part of the body was affected. 

Tito’s left leg was amputated on Jan. 20, 
following the failure of a bypass operation to 
ease an artery blockage, and until about two 
weeks ago he was losing blood in his stomach. 

The president is being treated with antibio- 
tics and an external heart pacemaker, an 
oxygen generator to aid breathing and a 
dialysis machine to take over the functions of 
his kidneys. 

Wednesday was Tito's 83rd straight day in 
the Ljubljana Clinical Center, a university 
hospital in Slovenia which he had previously 
used for routine medical checkups.

As factional struggles continue 
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El Salvador’s junta pins hopes on reforms

SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador April 2 
(AP) — El Salvador's ruling junta, an 
alliance of Christian Democrats and colonels 
’ who call themselves moderates, is still count- 
ing on such changes as agrarian reform and 
bank nationalization to win support of the 
masses and avert civil war. 

But the efforts of the Junta, whose two 
colonels overthrew the rightist military gov- 
ernment of Gen. Carlos Humberto Romero 
last October, are threatened by the extreme 
right and extreme left, locked in a bloody 
struggle against each other. 

“You can't expect changes to take place 
from one night to the next morning," said 
Jose Napoleon Duarte, one of the three 
civilian junta members and the leader of the 
Christian Democratic party. “We are trying 
to change 50 years of dictatorship.” 

He maintained violence is so ingrained it 
goes down to small- town police commanders 
who rule by fear. 

El Salvador is the smallest and most 
densely populated of the Central American 
countries. Half its population of 4.8 million is 
illiterate and unemployed. 70 per cent erf the 


diiirirwi und ernourished and the minimum 
daily wage is the equivalent of four U.S. dol- 
lars. Several hundred families and their milit- 
ary allies have controlled most of the coun- 
try’s wealth for decades. 

Leftist organizations have been waging a 
struggle against the concentration of riches in 
die hands of the small ruling dass. The 
extreme right blames the left for all the viol- 
ence. but junta spokesmen admit the extreme 
right has acted within the government as a 
repressive force. 

One main issue has been the concentration 
of land in the hands of the wealthy. The issue 
flared into violence as far back as 1 937, when 
rebellous, peasants rose up against landow- 
ners and seized property. The army backed 
the landowners and crushed the rebellion. 
Stilling 20,000 to 30,000 peasants. 

The present junta launched a land- 
redistribution program March 6. The gov- 
ernment says more than 70,000 families have 
been given some of the country’s best form- 
land from about 2S0 estates, and the plan 
callsfor 220,000 more families to get farms in 
the next year. 

With the reform, the government is gambl- 
ing it can build a base of support among the 
largely non- politicized population, it hopes it 


can win the confidence of the landless peas- 
ants and that the urban laborers will recog- 
nize the government's good intention and 
join with the peasants in a common front 
against extremists. 

The country’s major leftist organizations 
call the land reform a trick to undermine 
them and obscure the country’s real prob- 
lems. They indude the Popular Revolutio- 
nary Bloc, the United Popular Action Front, 
the Popular Leagues of Feb. 28 and the 
National Democratic Union, a front for the 
outlawed Communist party. Their combined 
membership totals about 70,000. 

The right wing is trying just as hard as the 
left to undermine the government. Durate 
said, “We hit them where it hurt them by 
taking away their land. 1 ' The bank national- 
izations, he added, eliminated one method 
the rich had for getting money out of the 
country because they owned most the coun- 
try’s 19 banking and savings and loans institu- 
tions.

The Common Market is Yugoslavia's big- 
gest trading partner and the country has run 
chronically heavy deficits with West Ger- 
many and France. 

Yugoslav officials are believed hoping the 
new pact win help them reduce the annual 
trade deficit to about S 1 billion by the time 
the agreement expires. 

Meanwhile foreign ministers of the (EEC) 
and the Andean Pact countries — Venezuela, 
Colombia.

LONDON, April 2 (AP) — Dozens of 
pickets screaming “sellout” battled lead^ 
ers of the Iron and Steel Trades Confeder- 
ation at its headquarters Tuesday after die 
Union Executive Committee voted to end 
a 13-week nationwide steel strike. 

The pickets waiting in the front hall of 
the building became violent when they 
heard the decision of the executive com- 
mittee to accept the latest pay offer of the 
state-run British Steel Coip. 

As union leaders left the building, some 
pickets kicked and spat at them while 
others charged through the building 
demanding to know why die executive' 
committee bad voted 41-27 to accept the 
offer. 

Police reinforcements were called to 
help a handful of officers already on duty 
there when the pickets turned their wrath 
on the executive committee members and 
fighting broke out in die front tall. The 
violence spilled into the street and several 
pickets were arrested. 

▼oting by the executive committee of 
the Blastfurnacemeris Union, the other 
main union involved in the walkout by a 
total of 130,000 British steel workers, has 
not taken place yet. 

British steel made its offer of a 1 5.9 per 
cent pay raise after a three-man arbitra- 
tion panel recommended that the corpora- 
tion increase its 14.4 per cent ‘final offer” 
by another 1 .5 per cent 

Before Tuesday’s vote, union leaders 
involved in negotiations said they would 
setde for nothing less than 19.7 per cent. 

Bill Sirs, general secretary of the ISTC, 
said Monday night that pension payments 
and other factors will boost the BSCs 15.9 
percent offer to 17 per cent and that “the 
difference is no longer sufficient to cany 
on the strike.” 

The BSC offer would boost the average

(CPC) is considering increasing its purchase 
of crude oil from world spot markets follow- 
ing Kuwait’s decision to cut its contracted 
supply to Taiwan, a CPC spokesman said 
Wednesday. 

The spokesman said Kuwait’s decision to 
reduce its daily supply of 80,000 barrels to 
40,000 barrels had seriously threatened 
Taiwan’s oil sources. 

He said in addition Gulf Oil also

The spokesman said the CPC had suffered 
huge losses in recent months due to spiral- 
ling oil prices and was negotiating with the 
government to increase domestic prices, 
which were last adjusted several months

Canada could 
force boycott 9 


committee says 


OTTAWA. Canada, April 2 (AP) — A 
direct order from the Canadian government 
to boycott the Moscow Olympics would force 
the Canadian Olympic Association to reas- 
sess its decision to send a team to the summer 
games, association president Dick Pound said 
Tuesday. 

But it would be hypothetical to say what 
the association will do until the government 
decides later this month whether to support 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter's call for an 
Olympic bnyoett to protest the Soviet inter- 
vention in Afghanistan. 

Pound will meet Wednesday with External 
Affairs Minister Mark McGuigan and Sport 
Minister Gerald Regan to explain why the 
association board of directors voted Sunday 
to accept the invitation of the Moscow Games 
organizing committee. 

Pound said a misunderstanding caused him 
to think he had unanimous support from the 
directors for his stand. Denis Whitaker, the 
Canadian Chef De Mission for Moscow, said 
in Toronto he voted against going and will 
personally boycott the games. 

He also said it was possible the Directors of 
Olympic Trust might decide not to give the 
association die 1 .6 million Canadian dollars it 
needs to send the team to Moscow. 

The trust collects private donations for the 
association. The directors were to meet in 
Toronto Tuesday night to discuss the 
Olympic situation.

Thatcher said she had read 
eyewitness reports about people who had fled 
from Afghanistan following the Soviet milit- 
ary intervention there.

“We've spoken with Ali and his advisers 
and they want to go ahead with the ( Weaver) 
fight,'* Arum told 3 press conference in 
Knoxville. Tennessee. “...We hope to hold 
the fight in June or July, probably in New 
Orleans.” 

But in Las Vegas. Nevada, where Holmes 
halted Jones in the eight round Monday 
night- rival promoter Don King and the WBC 
champion challenged Ali — while conceding 
that it was likely Holmes would make his 
next defense against Scott Ledoux. 

•TU fight AIL”, Ledoux, anybody.” 
Holmes said. “ T 11 take them all out. T m there 
now. There’s no doubt anymore. T m the only 
heavyweight champion in the world. ” 

King promoted the June. 1978. match in 
which Holmes won the WBC crown from 
Ken Norton and has staged all six of his title 
defenses. 

One of those was Holmes' win over 
Weaver, whom he stopped in the 1 2th round 
in June. 1979. 

Ali. who held the heavyweight champion- 
ship three times, . could hardly contain his 
enthusiasm after watching Monday night’s 
title fights. 

“ Weaver is duck soup for me." Ali exulted. 
■*I can’t miss him with my left jab... Weaver is 
my meat. He is short and he is sloppy. 

‘Til whip Holmes, too," Ali added. "That 
big, old fat boy (Jones) almost got to him. He 
almost beat Holmes.” 

Ali. who weighed more than 250 pounds 
( 1 13.25 kg) when he started training about a 
month ago for his comeback, said he was 
down to 237 pounds (107.36 kg), with an 
eventual target of 225 pounds (102.06 kg). 

Meanwhile, World Boxing Association 
( WBCA) super-featherweight champion 
Samuel Serrano of Puerto Rico fought for a 
year and this could work to Japanese chal- 
lenger Battlehawk Kazma’s advantage here 
Thursday. 

Serrano said that he had been inactive 
since making a successful ninth defense last 
April because he had not been offered a 
worthwhile purse.

While political battles rage 

Moscow Olympics preparations continue 


MOSCOW. April 2 (R) — The biggest new 
venues for die Olympic Games look like an 
untidy construction site now but Soviet offi- 
cials say they will be ready well before tbe 
start of competition in July. 

Everyone in the Moscow Games Organiz- 
ing Committee (OCOG) has a countdown 
calendar on his desk, and is well aware that 
there are only 106 days until opening cere- 
mony on July 19. 

Political battles rage in other capitals over 
which countries will join the United States in 
boycotting die Olympics in protest at the 
Soviet government’s armed intervention in 
Afghanistan. 

While Soviet government officials and the 
press defend against the American and Brit- 
ish charge that attendance at the games 
would give the Russians a propaganda victory 
and indicate approval of Soviet foreign pol- 
icy, the technicians and builders are getting 
on with die job of preparing impressive 
facilities for games’ athletes. 

Spring is late in arriving in Moscow, and 
there is still a light covering of snow and ice 
on the ground, slowing work on the huge 
complex in the central part of the city — the 
only big site not yet completed. 

The main Lenin Stadium, where athletics, 
and the football final will take place, was buQt 
in die 1950s and renovated before last sum- 
mer’s Spartakiad, the Soviet National 
Games, leaving the organizers with funds to 
concentrate on secondary facilities. 

The huge development on Mir Prospect 
(Peace Boulevard), indudes a magnificent 
swimming and diving venue and the vast 
“Olympic Covered Stadium,” with a floor 
space the size of a football pitch, which is 
being divided in two by a sliding wall to pro- 
vide separate halls for basketball and boxing. 

With mud and rubble surrounding the 
area, unfinished approach rods and construc- 
tion equipment, and swarms of workers, the 
project generates exdtement in sports- 
minded visitors. 

The Moscow press this year shows no echo 
of the near-panic which prevailed in 
Montreal four years ago when officials were 
worried whether tbe main stadium would be 
finished by opening day. 

“We have been up to 30 days behind 
schedule on tile Mir Prospect site, but I can 
assure you the buildings will be completed 
and grass will be growing there on May 15," 
the head of the Soviet organizing committee, 


Igntaty T. Novikov, a Soviet deputy prime 
minister, told members of the International 
Olympic Committee press commission at the 
weekend. 

There are 3,000 workers on the site, be 
said, and with all major contraction com- 
pleted, there are only finishing touches, tech- 
nical equipment and landscaping to be done. 

The indoor stadium can be converted to a 

40.000 seat covered football venue, allowing 
that popular sport to be played in Moscow’ s 
arctic winter, which has been the off-season 
for the game. 

Now it stands open, without the dividing 
waff, but with moveable banks of seats being 
completed on the floor. The basketball half of 
the hall will seat 16,000 spectators, with 

18.000 more places for simultaneous boxing 
competition. 

With ready access to a major Moscow 
metro (underground railway) station, it can 
handle huge crowds there and at die nearby 
swimming complex. 


The swimming pool looks even farther 
from completion, but Alexander Sedov, 
deputy director of the press services depart- 
ment, told the visiting reporters that laying of 
tiles would be finished this week and the first 
water would be pumped into the two pools by 
mid-April.

Major -league baseball 
negotiations canceled 


SCOTTSDALE, Ariz, April 2 (UP I) — 
Contract negotiations between major- league 
base-ball players and owners broke off early 
and two scheduled sessions were canceled in 
anticipation of a federal mediator joining the 
talks. 

Ray G rebey, spokesman for the 26 big- 
league teams, said the meetings were called 
off pending arrival of the mediator “since we 
felt that we could get more accomplished 
then." 

However, players representative Marvin 
Miller blasted the move as an “alibi for three 
days of foot-dragging after roughly 20 weeks 
of the same type of tactics.’ 1 

G re bey said The Federal Mediation and 
Conciliation Service was asked to participate 
“in an effort to continue the collective bar- 
gaining now proceeding and to avoid the 
work stoppage threatened by the Players 
Association.” 

An afternoon session Thursday broke after 
about 20 minutes when both sides agreed to 
resume the meetings March 30 in Palm 
Springs. Calif. FMCS Deputy Director Ken- 
neth E. Moffett announced in Washington a 
mediator would be in attendance. 

Miller Thursday night blamed the owners 
for the failure to move any further toward 
agreement during the three days of scheduled , 
talks. 

“Our primary objective was to meet and 
work out an agreement. Yesterday nothing 
was accomplished apparently because they 
had already decided to call in a mediation 
service without telling ii5. Today nothing 
happened because they already called the 
mediation service. Then they canceled 
tomorrow. It seems a shameful waste of 
time.” 

Miller argued the talks Sunday will do little 
toward breaking the impasse.

Hostages stay in militants ’ hands 


U.S. confused on custody terms 


TEHRAN. April 2 (AP) — President 
Abolhassan Bam- Sadr of Iran said President 
Timmy Carter has not met his terms for 
removal of the American hostages from the 
control of the militants holding them, and the 
Revolutionary Council won’ t take custody of 
the captives until he does. A top White House 
official said the Carter administration L» not 
sure what the Iranian leader wants. 

“It is not important to us what President 
Carter has expressed. What is important is 
whether or not he takes the measures we have 
specified." Bani-Sadr said in a statement dis- 
tributed by Pars, the official Iranian news 
agency. 

“If he does, the Revolutionary Council will 
undertake responsibility for the hostages 
until the Majlis (parliament) gives its opinion 
on the matter. Otherwise it will not." 

On Tuesday night, the White House aide 
said U.N. Secretary- General Kurt Waldheim 
had spoken by telephone with Bani-Sadr and 
then advised Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
that Iran was waiting for a new statement of 
U.S. intentions. 


The aide, who requested anonymity, said, 
“We don’t know specifically what they’re 
looking for. We would like to be as helpful as 
we can. Obviously there are limitations 
beyond which the president cannot go.” 
Earlier Tuesday, Bani-Sadr told a rally the 
council had agreed to take control of the hos- 
tages until the new Iranian parliament 
decided their fate if the U.S. government 
pledged to abstain from all hostile action and 
propaganda against Iran until their fate was 
decided by the new parliament. 


In the first round of parliamentary voting, 
the clergy-dominated Islamic Republican 
party won 49 seats, supporters of Bani-Sadr 
captured IS, independents won 21 , and sev- 
eral minor parties won a total of 13, it was 
reported Wednesday. The other 169 seats 
will be filled in a second round of parliamen- 
tary voting expected to be held in about a 
month. A government-appointed commis- 
sion is now investigating claims of vote- 
rigging in the first round of voting.

the embassy standoff likely will be made dif- 
ficult if the Islamic Republican party wins a 
parliamentary majority. Party members, 
mostly Muslim clergymen, have backed 
Ayatollah Khomeini and the militants hold- 
ing the American hostages in their demands 
for the return of the Shah in exchange for 
release of the hostages. 

A short time after Bani-Sadr spoke Tues- 
day, Carter told White House reporters the 
offer was a “positive development” and that 
he would defer imposing further sanctions 
against Iran. However. Carter repeatedly 
ignored reporters’ questions as to whether he 
intended to accede to Bani-Sadr’ s conditions. 

Asked whether the silence meaht acquies- 
cence. a senior White House aide said, “Ibis 
government is not aware that it has engaged 
in any hostile action or provocation. The 
president's remarks constitute our statement 
on this matter. I think I have made myself 
abundantly clear.” 

The aide also declined to say whether Car- 
ter had any private assurances that the hos- 
tage transfer would take place. 


Carter told an AFL-CIO meeting Tuesday 
that no one in his administration apologized 
to the Iranian regime for any action during 
the reign of the former Shah contradicting 
Tehran reports over the weekend that two 
messages he sent the Iranian government last 
week contained impressions of regret for 
American actions. 

Carter also warned that American patience 
is r unning thin. 

Bani-Sadr’ s conditions for the release of 
the hostages have been U.S. acknowledge- 
ment of past interference in Iran's affairs, a 
pledge not to interfere in the future and a 
promise not to block Iran’s efforts to get bade 
the Shah and the wealth he allegedly plun- 
dered. 

In his speech Tuesday, he said the hostages 
would not be freed until the Shah was extra- 
dited, the condition set by the militants who 
seized the U.S. embassy and its staff last Nov. 
4. 

A member of the Revolutionary Council 
said the council would meet Thursday to dis- 
cuss Carter’s response to Bani-Sadr.

Alligator wrestler, 
White House kin 


keep campaign alive 


MIAMI, April 2 (LAI) — When Kevin 
Foley agreed to help President Jimmy Car- 
ter’s campaign last year, he planned to give 
his time, his energy mid even a little of his 
own money to help the candidate. What he 
did not plan was an afternoon rolling in the 
dust, wrestling a 260-pound Florida alligator. 

“ It was a carnival, like. ” explained Foley, 
who bested the alligator last month at a 
Seminole celebration. “ They expected 
somebody from the Carter campaign to do it. 
I guess I was it ” 

While Foley’s dedication to the job was 
extraordinary — some later said even 
foolhardy — the Carter- Mondale Presiden- 
tial Committee, Inc. has over 500 full-time 
employees who are willing to do whatever 
seems necessary and within the rules to elect 
Timmy Carter. 



They are part of a massive, largely 
anonymous political machine that hums 
along efficiently without an active candidate. 
While tiie president stays in the White House, 
a self-prod aimed hostage to the international 
crises in Iran and Afghanistan, they have 
made almost a million phone calls on his 
behalf, spent almost $ 12 million for his cam- 
paign and managed to corral 746 of 1 ,666 
delegates needed for their phantom candi- 
date to win the Democratic nomination. 


Gaiter’s official spokesmen have insisted 
that his absence is hurting the campaign, 
making fund-raising more difficult and cam- 
paign workers less enthusiastic. On Thurs- 
day, Robert S. Strauss, the campaign direc- 
tor, said he would advise the president to 
emerge from his self- confinement and make 
several “ non-political ” trips to sell his anti- 
inflation polities. 

Strauss, however, said he didn't expect the 
president to heed his advice, at least not for 
now, and there are still plenty of people in the 
Carter campaign who suggest the campaign 
works better without him. 


“ The only thing better than a campaign 
with a good candidate is one with no candi- 
date at all,” said one Carter worker, not 
entirely joking. Candidates on the campaign 
trail cost money, especially when that candi- 
date is the president of the United States. 
More importantly, a presidential cam- 
paigner, unlike a president in the White 
House, is under constant mechanical scrutiny 
by television cameras and tape recorders. 

The press corps watches persistently, 
cataloging any misstep and misspeak. Thus, 
his staff must always worry about whether the 
candidate got a good crowd, or if what he is 
saying may accidently offend. They must be 
concerned if he bumps his head before 
national television cameras and whether he 
has forgotten anyone in his introductory 
remarks, thus driving them angrily to the 
opposition. 

Carter himself was more than 30 points 
ahead in the polls in 1976 while he remained 
in Plains. Georgia that summer waiting to 
campaign. Once he emerged, however, he 
made small blunders and bis ratings dropped 
steadily. Similarly, President Gerald R. Ford 
seemed to do better when he confined his 
public appearances to the White House rose 
garden. When he reappeared on the cam- 
paign trail, as he did for a debate in San 
Frantisco, he made mistakes, in that case, 
with a slip of the tongue, incorrectly dedaring 
that Poland was not under Soviet domina- 


Morc importantly. Carter, like his pre- 
decessors, has learned the political advan- 
tages that come with his job. As campaign 
manager Strauss says, “Til take incumbency 
any day. ” 

Using the White House as the backdrop for 
his presidential appearances, Carter has 
brought the voters to the candidate, instead 
of the reverse : 

— Since he has been in office. Carter has 
invited 1 5,000 political and community lead-

ers to the White House for briefings. While 
staff members insist that the briefings are not 
political, the timing has been ** helpful. ” as 
one campaign aide put it. 

More than 150 new Yorkers came to the 
White House two weeks before the New 
York primary. Floridians arrived in great 
numbers a month before an important demo- 
cratic straw vote last October. . 

New Englanders were feted shortly before 
primaries in New Hamsphire, Maine* and 
Massachusetts. 

— The White House has timed the 
announcements of millions of dollars in fed- 
eral grants so that they occur shortly before 
political primaries in the newly-enriched 
areas. 

During the New Hampshire primary cam- 
paign, for example. Sen. Edward M. Ken- 
nedy, toured the American skate factory in 
Berlin, New Hampshire, the day before Mrs. 
Rosalynn Carter toured the same factory. 
While Kennedy’s staff handed out brochures, 
Mrs. Carter announced a $1.5 million loan 
guarantee to the company from the depart- 
ment of Commerce. 

— During his political confinement. Carter 
has also made good use of his telephone. 
Before the Iowa caucuses, he made more 
than 300 calls to potential voters. One reci- 
pient, Thomas Pelham of- Marshalltown, 
Iowa, said he bad no idea it would be the 
president he picked up the receiver. “He 
knew everything about me — what I did, that 
I was a trucker, my wife’s name,” Pelham 
recalled. “I know the government knows 
evexythingabout us, but ifs still kinda scary.” 
— Whfie Carter isn't campaigning, most of 
his family and many of his principal appoin- 
tees are. Campaign organizers estimate that 
over 50 surrogates — a term made popular 
when President Richard M. Nixon sent out 
political missionaries in the 1972 election — 
have campaigned on Carter's behalf. Some 
political experts say that several surrogates 
are almost a match for the original. 

Rosalyan Carter, for example, is “one of 
the best campaigners out there,” Strauss said 
recently. And Vice President Walter F. Mon- 
dale did so well in Illinios that one was raid 
that sending Mondale to stand in for Carter 
was like substituting opera star Luciano 
Pavarotti for pop singer Barry Manilow. 

Not rally has Carter learned the advantages 
of presidential non-campaigning, but his 
camp ai g n organization has grown so efficient 
and computer-like that it makes old-line 
Democrats nervous. Democrats, they claim, 
are traditionally noisy and unpredictable. 
They feed on political infights and infra- 
structural discord. They are not accustomed 
to tidy politics. 

“This campaign is so efficient, it's almost 
Republican,” one senior official on Carters 
team complained recently. 

The Carter-Mondale committee, which 
take up 13 floors next door to a topless bar in 
Washington, runs like a major corporation. 
There are seven accountants and two lawyers 
on the staff, and they earn and spend money 
at the same rate as a $200 million corpora- 
tion. according to one of the money men.

Gold drifts lower 

Dollar traders turn cautioi 


LONDON, April 2 ( AP) — The dollar was 
mixed in more cautious European trading 
Wednesday following a sharp rise earlier this 
week. Gold prices drifted lower. 

“I see a bit caution setting in,” said one 
foreign exchange dealer. 

The dollar has soared over the past five 
weeks to its highest levels in almost two years 
against major currencies like the West Ger- 
man mark and Swiss franc. 

Tuesday’s latest increase in US. prime 
lending rates to a record 19 per cent got the 
dollar off to a firm start Wednesday in the far 
east 


In Tokyo, the dollar closed at 256.50 yen. 
up sharply from Tuesday’s 253.65 and the 
dollar’s highest level in two years. The Bank 
of Japan reportedly sold $300 to $400 mil- 
lion in defense of the yen, Much is hurt by 
mounting o3 import bills. 

But when European banks opened for the 


day the dollar was mixed. 

Gold bullion, which dosed weaker in 
York Tuesday night, drifted lower iu Eu- 
London’s five bullion houses fixe- 
morning price at $498 a troy ounce, 
from Tuesday s dosing $502.90.
